2. This information came from lir .Heinrich LIBLIK 
uncle of iJiy wife, who sent a letter from Estonia 
Paris, France, to his sister Miss Helene LIELUC. 
I'iss Liblik forwarded the news to my wife. 
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2. Mr. Heinrich LIELIIC,73, pensioner since last year, 
(after having worked at "ICreenholm” ^ills in Narva for 
more than 50 years), is godfather of my wife. He gave 
his address to Miss Liblik: KARVA,Kreenholm,PIaigla th- 

nav Mr. 4-60. This v/as the first letter my wife thinks 
Jieinrich hks written to her sister in Paris: he never 
vas a"v/ritery although a good and friendly talker. 

4. From Soviet Estordan newspaper "Rahva Hfiil’*, 11 
may and l4 may 1957,1 found that Ilr. Heinrich Liblik 
has been elected by the^Kreenholm l-iills'> workers as 
a representative to the City Committee of Narva. His 
photograph, together with photographs of five other 
oldest workers or pensioners of Kreenhom Mills 
was published on the occasion oi^OO anniversary of 
the Mills. 


5. I know 1-lr.Liblllc since 1926. He was a good Estonian 
patriot who was interested in political life of the count- 
ry, but did not participate in it actively, excepted our 
talks in a close family circle where he always showed a 
firm anti-coEOTUnist stand through all the time of our 
contacts, up to i944. It is ny strong belief that he has 
not changed his mind, and that he v/as elected to the City 
“Soviets'* by his real friends, - v/orkers who 
liked him as a good and honest man. 
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6. I informed my wife of his uncle's role as a member of 
Clt^ Committee. She agrees with me, that l-ir .Liblik certain- 
ly is not a comunis t. 


7. I find that-v.the information in above mentioned news- 
papers confirms this our belief; there is not a single 
hint on politics connected with i-iT .Liblik in these papers.
